They 
showed no signals to surrender even 
when their ships commenced to sink, 
and the great clouds of smoke pouring 
from their sides showed they were on 
fire. 
Bat they turned their heads to­ 
ward the shore, less than a mile away, 
and ran them on the beach and rocks, 
where their destruction was soon com­ 
pleted. The oflicers and men on board 
them escaped to t. 
well as 
they could, with the a -sisrance of boats 
sent from the Amex icon meu-of-war, 
end threw themselves upon the mercy 
of their captors, who not only extended 
to them the grr ’ ous hand ot American 
chivalry, but sent them a guard to pro­ 
tect them from Hie murderous bauds of 
Cubau soldiers hiding in the bash on 
the hillside eager to rush down a id at­ 
tack the unarmed, defeated, but valor­ 
ous foe.

The bluffs on the coast line echoed 
with the roar of every explosion, and 
the Spanish vessels sank deeper and 
deeper into the sand or else the rocks 
ground their hulls to pieces as they 
rolled or pitched, forward or sideways, 
with every wave that washed upon 
them from the open sea. 
Admiral Cervera escaped to the shore 
in a boat sent by the Gloucester to the 
assistance of the Infanta Maria Teresa, 
and as soon as he touched the beach he 
surrendered himself and his command 
to lieutenant Morton and asked to be 
tauten on board the Gloucester, which 
was the only American vessel near him 
et the time, with several of his officers, 
including the captain of the flagship. 
The Spanish admiral, who was wound­ 
ed in the arm, was taken to the Glouces­ 
ter and was received at hor gangway by 
her commander, Lieutenant Comman­ 
der Richard Wainwright, who grasped 
the hand of the gray bearded admiral 
and said to him: 
“I congratulate you, sir, upon having 
made as gallant a fight as was ever wit­ 
nessed on the sea.” 
Lieutenant Commander Wainwright 
then placed his cabin at the disposal of 
the Spanish officers. 
At that time the Spanish flagship and 
four other Spanish vessels had been 
aground and burning for two hours, 
end the only one of the escaping fleet 
which could not be seen at this point 
was the Cristobal Colon. But half a 
dozen curls of smoke far down on the 
western horizon showed the fate that 
was awaiting her. 
The Cristobal Colon was the fastest 
of the Spanish ships, and she soon ob­ 
tained a lead over the others after leav­ 
ing the harbor and escaped the effect 
of the shots which destroyed the other 
vessels. She steamed away at a great 
speed with the Oregon, New York, 
Brooklyn and several other ships in 
pursuit, all of them firing at her con­ 
stantly and receiving fire themselves 
from her after guns. She finally ran 
ashore and lowered her colors. 
There can be no doubt that Admiral 
Cervern’8 plan to escape jrom Santiago 
harbor was entirely unexpected by Ad- 
miii Sampson, and the best evidence of 
this is the fact that when the Spanish 
vessels were seen coming out of the 
harbor tile flagship New York was 
seven miles away, steaming to the 
eastward toward Juragua, the military 
base, nine miles efst of Morro. 
The New York was out of the fight 
most altogether, but she immediately 
put about and followed the others.

ried many feet, barns unroofed, large 
trees snapped off at their roots, while 
others were torn up bodily, and several 
small hotels completely wrecked. 
The greatest loss of life and injury 
came with the demolition of the O la 
skating rink, near Levitt’s, a single- 
story structure of wood, IOO by IOO feet 
rn size. Here from 75 to 125 persons 
were seriously injured, an unknown 
number slightly wounded, and seven 
persons are known to be dead.

H am pto n, N. H., July 5.—A tornado 
struck a section of Hampton Beach yes­ 
terday, causing immense damage to 
beach property and great loss of life. 
Twenty cottages

down,

dashed against buildings, vehicles car­ 
ried many feet, barns unroofed, large 
trees snapped off at their roots, while 
others were torn up bodily, and several 
small hotels completely wrecked. 
The greatest loss of life and injury 
came with the demolition of the Ola 
skating rink, near Levitt’s, a single­ 
story structure of wood, IOO by IOO feet 
m size. Here from 75 to 125 persons 
were seriously injured, an unknown 
number slightly wounded, and seven 
persons are known to be dead. 
A yacnt owned by Captain Frank 
Mudd of this place was sailing off the 
beach and was in the path of the storm. 
in it were nine persons, and of these 
five were drowned. 
The drowned are: 
Walter, Gertrude and Ralph Hodge- 
sou, Kensington, N. H. 
Mrs. W. H. Parker, Kensington. 
Captain Mudd, Hampton. 
The others in the boat were: Alfred 
Scott, John Limbeck, William K. Par­ 
ker and daughter, all of Kensim 
All of these are believed to have 
saved.

Of those 
on bard a large majority are believed to 
have been rescued by boats from both 
the Salem and Beverly shores, but no 
less than six bodies had been recovered 
at dark, and. as it is known that many 
rushed into the cabin before the squall, 
it is thought that twice as many bodies 
are still confined there.

It was about May I that Theodore 
Roosevelt finally decided that with 
fighting at the front he could no longer 
be content to hold down a safe and 
peaceful desk in Washington, even were 
it the honorable one of assistant secre­ 
tary of the navy. “I should not be doing 
justice to my ambitions if I were to 
stay behind," he said. 
Mr. Roosevelt had expressed a desire 
to go into the cavalry service, and Pres­ 
ident McKinley offered him the colo­ 
nelcy of a regiment. But he did Bot feel 
that he was qualified to take command 
of a regiment, as he had received abso­ 
lutely no military training.

And soon the desk of the as­ 
sistant secretary was piled high with 
letters from all parts of the Union from 
men anxious to be enrolled in the ranks 
of the First regiment of mounted rifle­ 
men, or, in other words, "Roosevelt’s 
rough riders, ’’ the name whose allitera­ 
tive charm struck on the ears of every 
man who knew how to ride a horse. 
There were many surprises in this mail. 
It was not alone the rongh riders of the 
west who wanted to join Teddy’s regi­ 
ment It is true that about every cow­ 
boy of note, men from all parts of the 
former frontier, from Texas to Idaho, 
were eager to volunteer under the val­ 
iant Roosevelt, who at least showed 
that he had red blood in his veins. But 
there came other notes. There were so­ 
ciety men in New York just as eager. 
Not the slender, good for nothing dudes 
of society, bot the husky, hustling fel­ 
lows—the kind that go in for athletics, 
for polo and racing and hunting and 
other oat of door sports afield or afloat 
Then came demands from the colleges.* 
Men famed on the football teams, in 
the racing shells, in the gymnasiums of 
the great institutions of learning pat in 
their applications. There were enqngh 
offers to fill a dozen regiments, and Mr. 
Roosevelt said the saddest part of the 
business was the necessity of drawing 
the line. 
Among the New Yorkers who sur­ 
prised their friends by volunteering 
were the hapless Hamilton Fish, Jr., 
whose fame previously had been builded 
on less. honorable lines; Woodbury 
Kane, the brother of Delanoey Kane; 
Townsend Burden, Jr. ; Willie Tiffany, 
Reginald Ronalds and Craig Wads­ 
worth. In every one of these young 
men flowed fighting blood, though its 
presence had not perhaps been suspect­ 
ed. Woodbury Kane came of fighting 
stock. His brother, Colonel Delancey 
Kane, was a graduate of West Point, 
and another brother was a graduate of 
Annapolis. The latter, S. Nicholson 
Kane, is on the staff of Captain Sigsbee 
of the Yale. Craig Wadsworth comes 
of the fighting Geneseo Wadsworths. 
William Tiffany is a nephew of the late 
Mrs. August Belmont, and therefore a 
great-grandson of Commodore Perry. 
Reginald Ronalds won his chief fame 
in the peaceful battles of football and 
other rough and tumble games.

Against these college bred men was j Canadian Troops 
the dark but spirited background of the 
western bravos, men from Arizona and 
Oklahoma, New Mexico and the Indian 
Territory; cowboys and miners, bred to 
the use of the horse and the rifle, to 
savage enemies in ambush and to rongh 
life in the open air. "Teddy’s Terrors" 
they came to be called, for they grew 
weary of the long wait and .at frequent 
intervals woke up the echoes of San An­ 
tonio, the rendezvous of the regiment, 
with the echoes of wild shooting aud 
baroni sea rum scrapes and rows and 
miniature battles of all sorts. 
On May 7 Mr. Roosevelt took the 
oath of allegiance and was sworn in as 
lieutenant colonel of the First volun­ 
teer regiment of mounted rifles. A day 
or two later he met a party of Washing­ 
ton recruits and spoke his platform in 
a few brief and forcible words: 
"Gentlemen, you have now reached 
the last point. If any one of youdoein’t 
mean business, let him say so new. An 
bour from now it will be too late to 
back out Once in you’ve got to see it 
through. You’ve got to perform with­ 
out flinching whatever duty is assigned 
you regardless of the difficulty or dan­ 
ger attending it. If it is garrison duty, 
you must attend to it If it is meeting 
the fever, you must be willing. If it is 
the closest kind of fighting, you must 
be anxious for it You must know how 
to ride, how to shoot, how to live in 
the open. Absolute obedience to every 
command is your first lesson. No mat­ 
ter what comes you mustn’t squeal. 
Think it over, and if any man wishes 
to withdraw he will be gladly excused, 
for hundreds are ready to take his 
place." 
There was not a blanched check or a 
quailing eye in the crowd. Eager ex­ 
pectancy and anxiety for action were 
photographed in every face. 
Nor from 
that day to this has there been any les­ 
sening of the spirit with which these 
men of diverse types entered into their 
new roles. The one feeling has been one 
of anxiety to get to the front and show 
the country what real fighting looked 
like. 
At the San Ante alo camp the eastern 
men dropped all pretensions and became 
the commonest kind of common sol­ 
diers. 
They cared for their own horses 
and polished their own boots; they dug 
ditches about their camp and lent a 
hand in putting up the tents that shel­ 
tered them. Army fare was good enough 
for them, and they soon won the respect 
of the rough westerners, who had begun 
by laughing at them and calling them 
*4dudes’ ’ and 4 4 tenderfeet. ’ ’ They show­ 
ed the making of real soldiers. 
It was 
while in camp at San Antonio that 
Maxwell Norman of Boston, was made 
first sergeant of Troop K and Hamilton 
Fish, Jr., second sergeant. 
These pro­ 
motions were made for merit. On May 
27, after a long, hard siege of camp life, 
very useful, however, in whipping the 
rough riders to shape, the orders came 
to move to Tampa and join the forces 
of General Shafter. ' They were very 
welcome orders. The first squadron led 
the van; the eastern men followed a 
day or two afterward. 
There was a 
good deal of disappointment when it 
was learned that the rough riders were 
going to be rough walkers, the war de­ 
partment having decided that it could 
not send their horses to Cuba. 
But the 
prospect of sharp fighting in the near 
future buoyed up the men, aud they 
started to the front without a murmur 
and with faces that bore a look of de 
termination and of hope.

And soon the desk of the as­ 
sistant secretary was piled high with 
letters from all parts of the Union from 
men anxious to be enrolled in the ranks 
of the First regiment of mounted rifle­ 
men, or, in other words, ‘‘Roosevelt’s 
rough riders, ’’ the name whose allitera­ 
tive charm struck on the ears of every 
man who knew how to ride a horse. 
There were many surprises in this mail. 
It was not alone the rough riders of the 
west who wanted to join Teddy’s regi­ 
ment It is true that about every cow­ 
boy of note, men from all parts of the 
former frontier, from Texas to Idaho, 
were eager to volunteer under the val­ 
iant Roosevelt, who at least showed 
that he had red blood in his veins. But 
there came other notes. There were so­ 
ciety men in New York just as eager. 
Not the slender, good for nothing dudes 
of society, but the husky, hustling fel­ 
lows—the kind that go in for athletics, 
for polo and racing and hunting and 
other oat of door sports afield or afloat. 
Then came demands from the colleges., 
Men famed on the football teams, in 
the racing shells, in the gymnasiums of 
the great institutions of learning put in 
their applications. There were enongh 
offers to fill a dozen regiments, and Mr. 
Roosevelt said the saddest part of the 
business was the necessity of drawing 
the line. 
Among the New Yorkers who sur­ 
prised their friends by volunteering 
were the hapless Hamilton Fish, Jr., 
whose fame previously had been builded 
on less. honorable lines; 
Woodbury 
Kane, the brother of Delancey Kane; 
Townsend Burden, ^r.; Willie Tiffany, 
Reginald Ronalds and Craig Wads­ 
worth. In every one of these young 
men flowed fighting blood, though its 
presence had not perhaps been suspect­ 
ed. 
Woodbury Kane came of fighting 
stock. 
His brother, Colonel Delancey 
Kane, was a graduate of West Point, 
and another brother was a graduate of 
Annapolis. 
The latter, S. Nicholson 
Kime, is on the staff of Captain Sigsbee 
of the Yale. Craig Wadsworth comes 
of the fighting Geneseo Wadsworths. 
William Tiffany is a nephew of the late 
Mrs. August Belmont, and therefore a 
great-grandson of Commodore Perry. 
Reginald Ronalds won his chief fame 
in the peaceful battles of football and 
other rough aud tumble games. 
There were other rough riders to be 
famed in the east. 
There was Higgins 
of the Sixth cavalry, who fought In­ 
dians to the death before he went on 
the New York police force; there were 
Guy Marchie, the Harvard coach, and 
Dudley Dean, the most famous quarter 
back that Harvard ever had; there were 
Waller, the champion high jumper of 
Yale; Bull of California, one of the 
leading members of the Harvard crew;

Devereaux, 
from 
Colorado 
Springs, a leader in the Princeton team; 
Basil Ricketts, a son of the late Gen­ 
i a l Ricketts, U. S. A., and a hosfof 


young men who hart already made 
names for themselves in one way and 
another. 
Against these college bred men was 
the dark but spirited background of the 
western bravos, men from Arizona and 
Oklahoma New Mexico and the Indian 
Territory; cowboys aud miners, bred to 
the use of the horse and the rifle, to 
savage enemies in ambush and to rough 
life in the open air. “ Teddy’s Terrors" 
they came to be called, for they grew 
weary of tho long wait and^at frequent 
intervals woke up the echoes of San An­ 
tonio, the rendezvous of the regiment, 
with the echoes of wild shooting and 
fcarum scarum scrapes and rows and 
miniature battles of all sorts. 
On May 7 Mr. Roosevelt took the 
oath of allegiance and was sworn in as 
lieutenant colonel of the First volun­ 
teer regiment of mounted rifles. 
A day 
or two later he met a party of Washing­ 
ton recruits and spoke his platform in 
a few brief and forcible words: 
“ Gentlemen, yon have now reached 
the last point If any one of you doesn’t 
mean business, let him say so new. An 
boor from now it will be too late to 
back out 
Once in you’ve got to see it 
through. You’ve got to perform with­ 
out flinching whatever duty is assigned 
you regardless of the difficulty or dan­ 
ger attending it. If it is garrison duty, 
yon must attend to it 
If it is meeting 
the fever, you must be willing. If it is 
the closest kind of fighting, yon must 
be anxious for it You must know how 
to ride, how to shoot, how to live in 
the open. 
Absolute obedience to every 
command is your first lesson. 
No mat­ 
ter what comes you mustn’t squeal. 
Think it over, and if any man wishes 
to withdraw he will be gladly excused, 
for hundreds are ready to take his 
place. ” 
There was not a blanched cheek or a 
quailing eye in the crowd. Eager ex­ 
pectancy and anxiety for action were 
photographed in every face. 
Nor from 
that day to this has there been any les­ 
sening of the spirit with which these 
men of diverse types entered into their 
new roles. The one feeling has been one 
of anxiety to get to the front and show 
the country what real fighting looked 
like. 
At the San Antonio camp the eastern 
men dropped all pretensions and became 
the commonest kind of common sol­ 
diers. 
They cared for their own horses 
and polished their own boots; they dug 
ditches about their camp aud lent a 
hand in putting ap the tents that shel­ 
tered them. Army fare was good enough 
for them, and they soon won the respect 
of the rough westerners, who had begun 
by laughing at them and calling them 
“ dudes” and “ tenderfeet. ” They show­ 
ed the making of real soldiers. 
It was 
while in camp at San Antonio that 
Maxwell Norman of Boston.was made 
first sergeant of Troop K and Hamilton 
Fish, Jr., second sergeant. 
These pro­ 
motions were made for merit. On May 
27, after a long, hard siege of camp life, 
very useful, however, in whipping the 
rough riders to shape, the orders came 
to move to Tampa and join the forces 
of General Shafter. 
They were very 
welcome orders. The first squadron led 
the van; the eastern men followed a 
day or two afterward. 
There was a 
good deal of disappointment when it 
was learned that the rough riders were 
going to be rough walkers, the war de­ 
partment having decided that it could 
not send their horses to Cuba. 
But the 
prospect of sharp fighting in the near 
future buoyed up the men, and they 
started to the front without a murmur 
and with faces that bore a look of de 
termination and of hope. 
“ They will give a good account of 
themselves. 
I am sure of that,” said 
Lieutenant 
Colonel Roosevelt as he 
watched the trim, athletic figures go 
by. He prognosticated truly. They have 
already given a good account of them­ 
selves.—New York World.

^REMEMBER THE MAINE.” 


“With Santiago captured and the 
Hawaiian debate in the senate almost at 
an end there is some prospect of the pub­ 
lic enduring the warm weather without 
much complaint. 


The battle at Santiago showed that 
all the glory must not go to the navy, 
and deeds of daring were performed 
which would stand out in history were 
it not for their number. 


T H E VICTORY. 
The breaking of the naval power of 
Spain through the destruction of Ad 
miral Oervera’s fleet is another achieve 
ment of which the American people can 
be proud. It is news not less glorious 
than that which announced the victory 
at Manila for it means the surrender o 
Santiago and the solution of a problem 
which at ode time promised trouble 
even for the board of strategy. 
The spirit with which the Americans 
went into battle, and the skill and brav­ 
ery whioh sharked the crew of every 
vessel throughout the engagement, is 
commendable in the extreme. It is a 
triumph for this country, one which up­ 
holds the traditions of the navy aud up­ 
lifts the starry banner far above the 
place it has held in,the estimation of the 
powers of Europe.

The cake walk properly had its origin 
among the French negroes of Louisiana 
more Than a century ago. 
There is lit­ 
tle doubt that it is an o*ffshoot of some 
of the old French country dances. It re­ 
sembles several of them in form. From 
New Orleans it spread over the entire 
south and thence north. It was fonnd of 
convenience to the plantation negroes. 
They were not wedded by license, and 
it was seldom that the services of a 
preacher were called in. 
At a cake walk a man might legiti­ 
mately show his preference for a wom­ 
an and thus publicly claim her for a 
wife. 
In effect the cake walk was not 
different from the old Scotch marriage, 
which required only public acknowledg­ 
ment froin the contracting parties. 
So 
this festival became in some sense a 
wooing, an acceptance or rejection and 
a ceremony. 
This explains its popular­ 
ity with the blacks, outside of its beau­ 
ties, with tho accompaniment of m u­ 
sic, which is competent at all times to 
command negro support. 
Cake w alking has improved, as do 
most things that are constantly practic­ 
ed. It has lost its old significance in the 
south. Negroes now get m arried, when 
they marry ut all. iii tho w hite folks’ 
fashion. It has, however, become a pan­ 
tomime dam e. 
Properly performed, it 
is a beautiful one. The cake is not much 
of a prize, though the negro has a sweet 
tooth.—New Orleans Times-Democrat.

H e Spoke o f His A nticipated D eath la 
the First B attle W ithout Fear. 
Hamilton Fish, Jr., had a presenti­ 
ment of his death in battle before he 
left San Antonio for the front. 
While 
chatting with a party of friends at the 
San Antonio club a few days before he 
departed he expressed the belief that he 
might be killed. The conversation was 
brought about by an act of gallantry by 
Mr. Fish 
While the regiment was dashing at 
full gallop across a field near the little- 
jut of a humble Mexican family a lit­ 
tle Mexican girl, about 4 years old, was 
discovered right in front of the advanc­ 
ing column. The sudden appearance of 
the child seemed to paralyze all except 
Mr. Fish, who dashed forward out of 
the line, and by a trick of horsemanship 
that he had learned from the Texas 
plainsmen reached down and lifted the 
child to his saddle. Colonel Roosevelt 
personally complimented Mr. Fish for 
his gallantry. 
The night after the occurrence a poor 
Mexican woman appeared at the camp 
of the rough riders, and after mak­ 
ing inquiry for the soldier who rescued 
her child found Mr. Fish and gave him 
a little image of St. Joseph which the 
child had carried about its neck. The 
image was of pewter aud had been 
blessed and given to the child at bap­ 
tism and was supposed to possess the 
virtue of warding off danger, especially 
of a violent kind. The Mexican woman 
charged him never to lose the image, 
for if he lost it he would be rn greater 
danger than if he had never had it, but 
Mr. Fish lost it, and it was while talk­ 
ing about it at the club that he expressed 
the belief that he would be killed in the 
first battle. 
“ I have never amounted to much in 
this world," he said, "and I suppose it 
is well that I should be killed in battle. 
My family and friends will have the 
consolation that at least I died honora 
bly. ”—Boston Herald.

Baiquiri, in Cuba, as a landing place 
for the first corps of the American army, 
whose mission is to drive the Spanish 
away from Cuba, necessarily brings to 
memory that only a few miles to the 
east of that anchorage, at Las Palmas, 
in November, 1511, Diego Velasquez 
landed the expedition which was to con 
quer the island of Cubanacan for the 
kings of Spain. Both places, Baiquiri 
and Las Palmas, aud also La Cairn an era, 
where Huntington’s marines are now 
camped, are situated on that portion of 
Cuba known at the time of the Spanish 
conquest as the province of Baitiquiri, 
whose ruler was Hatuey. 
Hatuey was the first victim of Spain’s 
tyranny in Cuba. He took arms against 
the invaders, but soon fell into the 
hands of Velasquez and was burned 
alive for his crime. 
To the priest who 
was with him until the last moment, 
and who exhorted him to pray that he 
might go to heaven, Hatuey asked, "F a­ 
ther, where do the Spaniards go after 
their death?" 
"To heaven, ’’ was the priest's imme­ 
diate reply. 
"Then," the unfortunate 
chief exclaimed, "let me alone. If I am 
to meet Spaniards in heaven, I prefer to 
go to hell. ** Although in all probabili­ 
ties the Indian name of the place where 
our soldiers have lauded was Baiquiri, 
it is now called Daiquiri by everybody 
in Cuba.—New York Evening Sun.

With your per­ 
mission, I have extinguished him, and 
he bas not since been heard of. There 
was some excuse for that poor wretch, 
because there unquestionable is a wrong 
way of using "and whioh," but for the 
"split infinitive” pest there is no excuse 
at all. There is nothing whatever to 
mislead bim except his own nature. If 
any man were to object to a split indic­ 
ative such aa " I greatly regret," or 
a split subjunctive such as " I should 
greatly prefer," or a split imperative 
each as "come slowly ap," what news­ 
paper would waste an inch of space on 
his foolish ignorance? And yet this split 
infinitive nonsense is taken quite seri­ 
ously by editors who are sufficiently 
good writers to repeatedly use it them­ 
selves.

Baiqniri, in Cuba, as a landing place 
for the first corps of the American army, 
whose mission is to drive the Spanish 
away from Cuba, necessarily brings to 
memory that only a few miles to the 
east of that anchorage, at Las Palmas, 
in November, 1511, Diego Velasquez 
landed the expedition which was to con­ 
quer the island of Cnbanacan for the 
kings of Spain. Both places, Baiqniri 
and Las Palmas, and also La Oaimanera, 
where Huntington *s marines are now 
camped, are situated on that portion of 
Cuba known at the time of the Spanish 
conquest as the province of Baitiqniri, 
whose ruler was Hatuey.

General Calixto Garcia, Our V et­ 
eran AUy at Santiago. 


HERO OF THE TEN YEARS’ WAR. 


Fought Like Von M oltke ut SeUun—Hi* 
M iraculous Escape From D euth—The Es­ 


cape From Mudrid — Garciu’* H istoric 
D cclurution—Au Eloquent A ddress to th e 
Cubun Arm y — H is 
M ost Im portunt 
A chievem ent. 


At last the Cuban insurgent comes to 
the front as a man of importance in the 
affairs of the United States. When Gen­ 
eral Shafter, commanding the army of 
invasion, w ith Admiral Sampson, land­ 
ed in a small boat near Santiago and 
met General Garcia for the first time, 
Cuban history began a new chapter. He 
is the man now talked of for president 
of Cuba. 
W hat is the life history of this devot­ 
ed patriot, this intrepid hero of Cuba’s 
war for liberty? 
General Calixto Garcia, by birth a 
Cuban, formerly a resident of New 
York, is about 59 years old, decidedly 
m ilitary in pose and m anner; his con­ 
versation vivacious, but always to the 
point and always brilliant. 
By profes­ 
sion a lawyer, he impresses one as bom 
to command—a man of big affairs who 
would carry out any enterprise with 
honor and success. Among his f ollowTers 
his word is law and his counsel is al­ 
ways sought and followed in grave 
emergencies. 
He was one of the organizers of that 
first Cuban revolution of 1868. He met 
w ith his friends nightly at a farm own­ 
ed by Donato Marrnol, near the town of 
Holguin. 
The Cubans were already in 
revolt under Cespedes, and w ithin two 
days Marmol and Garcia took up arms 
w ith 150 resolute followers. 
Extraor­ 
dinary success attended them. 
Town 
after town surrendered, first Santa Rita, 
then Juguani, after hard fighting, with 
its 20,000 population. For his bravery 
Garcia was promoted brigadier general 
under Gomez. Later, when the provi­ 
sional government, for some reason not 
clearly explained, 
removed 
Gomez, 
Garcia succeeded him. 
Finding that 
Juguani had meanwhile been retaken 
by the Spaniards he proceeded to cap­ 
ture it again. 
He next took Holguin, 
the town where the revolution was orig­ 
inally organized. Other victories rapid­ 
ly followed. 
At the obstinate all day battle of 
Santa M aria in 1869 he followed Von 
Moltke’s tactics at Sedan—surrounded 
the enemy’s army and forced the sur­ 
render of General Vingues and his men. 
They were well treated and given free­ 
dom. So grateful were they for the un­ 
expected clemency that one of the offi­ 
cers, General Rosales, on returning to 
Spain, issued a pamphlet extolling the 
generosity of Garcia. 
But victory did 
not always follow the Cuban eagles. 
September, 1873, brought reverses. 
In the absence of his main forces 
Garcia w ith his guard of 20 men was 
surrounded by 500 Spaniards, and when 
at the last moment capture was inevi­ 
table, rather than surrender and die of 
torture, Garcia fired his pistol into his 
mouth and fell among his dead com­ 
rades. The Spaniards carried him to 
Manzanillo in triumph, also thinking 
him dead. To the amazement of Span­ 
ish doctors and generals Garcia revived, 
although the bullet had penetrated his 
palate, following the line of his nose, 
and emerging from his forehead. It 
seemed a miracle that the general lived. 
Then it was equally surprising that, 
recovering, he escaped execution. But 
he was spared and imprisoned at Valen­ 
cia and Santona, in Spain. 
Fortunately for Garcia General Cam­ 
pos, governor general of Havana, was 
not vindictive, for when peace was de­ 
clared in 1877 Premier Canovas freed 
him at the cabled request of Campos. 
This explains why Martinez Campos 
has always been respected and admired 
by the insurgents. 
Notwithstanding he was free Garcia 
did not fully believe in the sincerity of 
the peace treaty, and he came to New 
York to await further developments. It 
soon transpired that the Spaniards were 
not keeping their promises in good faith, 
and 
bitter dissatisfaction prevailed. 
Hostilities continued, and General Ma­ 
ceo continued to hold his ground against 
great odds. 
The courage and patriotism 
of the heroic mulatto general fired Gar- 
3ia’s heart anew, and again he appeared 
in the field during what was known as 
the “ little w ar,” until he was defeated 
And again taken prisoner. 
For the second time his life was spar­ 
ed. 
He was sent to Madrid, however, 
where he was allowed limited freedom 
and not permitted to leave the country. 
Being a man of education, refinement 
and indomitable will, he soon made a 
career for himself in a humble way and 
earned money by teaching French and 
English. 
He lived a quiet, retired life, 
but was always under surveillance. 
When the revolution of February, 
1894, broke out, he was anxious to leave 
Madrid, but the eye of the government 
was ever upon him. 
Then he brought 
his intellect into play. 
He gave it out 
that he should spend the remaining years 
of his life in Spain. This lulled the sus­ 
picions of the police until suddenly he 
disappeared at midnight. 
Before the

authorities were aware or it ne nan ar 
rived in Paris. 
Reaching New York 
early in the autumn of 1895, he prepar­ 
ed to go to the assig n e e of his country­ 
men, but he was not immediately suc­ 
cessful. 
He organized and led the ill 
fated Hawkins expedition in January, 
1896, and fitted out the steamer Bermu­ 
da the following month. But the W ash­ 
ington government interfered. 
Garcia 
was arrested .and held for trial under 
$2,500 bonds. 
Before the day set for the trial bud 
arrived he forfeited his bail, and this 
ime succeeded in getting away with an 
expedition for Cuba. 
G arcia’s senti­ 
ments were vividly expressed in his 
proclamation on reaching the island: 
“ To the People of Cuba—In return­ 
ing to Cuba, still oppressed, I commence 
with the same principles I had 12 years 
ago. If we were justified then in raising 
the standard of independence and rebel­ 
lion, new and greater crimes have caus­ 
ed us to renew the struggle. 
A rotten 
tree must be uprooted. 
I have never 
doubted tho success of our struggle. 
Gathering around me the vast elements 
of our command, I w ill uphold the 
standard raised in 1868, determined to 
redeem by battle, that battle lost two 
years ago (the treaty of JSanjon). 
It is 
not hate which guides me to war, al­ 
though hate would be justifiable on our 
side. 
The wish for peace leads us to 
war. The need of securing our property 
in the future compels us to destroy the 
same at present— to deprive Spain of 
this revenue, which would enable her 
to carry on the war for some time to 
come. 
“ We combat for freedom of the white 
and the negro, aud there is not an hon­ 
est heart who dares insult those who 
fight for liberty and honor. 
Our chil­ 
dren shall live for something else than 
the Spaniard’s poniard and guillotine. 
Our men are the men of the las! rebel­ 
lion, our soldiers the soldiers of ten 
years and our flag the flag o f ‘Yara. ’ 
The warriors of today shall not cease 
this war until the Cuban flag of revolu­ 
tion shall float over the Spanish for­ 
tresses, but they shall tear the revolu­ 
tionary flag to pieces before 
altar of the law when we 
redressed our wrongs. 
“ The country is helping 
sands of men are swelling 
and the gates of the cities shall be open 
to our armies, because the people hate 
Spanish tyranny. If they are not opened, 
we propose to wade through them in 
blood. Cuban history is written, aud it 
w ill continuo to be written. 
We come 
to die for your and our army. 
It will 
not be read in history that when you 
could have been free you insulted your 
heroes, eulogized your assassins and re­ 
mained voluntarily infamous.” 
In his address to the Cuban army 
Garcia closed eloquently thus: “ Army 
of the republic, your old general comes 
to die by your sid.e if necessary. 
Let 
there be no armistice, no treaty, unless 
based on the recognition of our inde­ 
pendence—free forever or battling for­ 
ever until free. 
If we die in the strug­ 
gle, we shall be dead, but our country 
shall live, and we w ill be honored 
thereby. 
“ It is necessary to save our men from 
indignity, to save our women from out­ 
rage and dishonor, to save our children 
from the gallows and to make our coun­ 
try prosperous and great To arms, vet­ 
erans ! Indifference is cowardice! Glory 
is achieved by honored death I Let there 
not be rest for us until we pass the 
threshold of the palace, where our en­ 
emies forge our irons. Soldiers, to bat­ 
tle!” 
Since then he has become a distin­ 
guished leader, proving himself worthy 
to share the laurels of victory with Go­ 
mez, Cuba’s greatest Cuban general. 
Garcia’s most important achievement 
so far as direct results are concerned 
was the capture of Guaim aroin Decem­ 
ber, 1896. 
After a siege of 12 days he 
captured 16 forts, one after another, 
finally forcing the surrender of the gar­ 
rison, w’ho took refuge in a large stone 
church in the center of the town 
He 
opened on them with a couple of field 
pieces and speedily captured the forces, 
amounting to nearly 300 men and offi­ 
cers. There was much booty, consisting 
of Spanish gold, Mauser rifles, 200,000 
rounds of ammunition, with machetes 
and a large supply of clothing. The 
prisoners were well treated and soon 
allowed to go on parole. Again Garcia’s 
humane generalship won him plaudits 
from the enemy. 
These are some of the qualifications 
that go to make up the character of the 
Cuban leader who has already won the 
confidence and respect of Shafter, Samp­ 
son and the other high representatives 
of the American government. 
The old 
erroneous belief is passing away that 
the Cuban insurgents are a band of 
ignorant half breeds, w ith fanatical 
leaders, who might possibly figure in 
civilized life as successful cigar dealers 
and managers of Cuban barber shops. 
The deeds of Gomez, of Marti, of Ma­ 
ceo, Garcia and their illustrious brother 
patriots—dead or alive—will not be 
forgotten,when the history of the great 
Cuban war of the revolution comes to 
be im partially w ritten.—New York 
Herald.

The auxiliary cruiser St. Paul is now at 
New York taking: on a cargo of ammu­ 
nition for Admiral Sampson’s fleet. 
Orders were issued last evening for the 
Eighth Ohio infantry, Colonel Charles 
V. Hard and Lieutenant Charles Dick, 
the regiment known as “The Presi­ 
dent’s Own,” because it comes from the 
immediate vicinity of President Mc 
Kinley’g home city of Canton, to pro 
oeed to New York aud emoark on the 
St. Paul for Santiago. The St. Paul 
will leave New York late tomorrow 
afternoon and will make a flying trip 
trip to Caba. 
The Eighth Ohio is one of the three 
regiments of General Garretson’s brr 
gade, the other two being the Sixth 
Massachuseets and the Sixth Illinois.

The Americans saw him the moment 
he left the harbor and commenced their 
work of destruction immediately. For 
an hour or two they followed the flying 
Spaniards to the westward along the 
shore line, sending shot after shot into 
their blazing hulls, tearing great holes 
in their steel sides and covering their 
decks with the blood of the killed and 
wounded. 
At no lime did the Spaniards show' 
any indication that they intended to do 
otherwise than fight to the last. They 
showed no signals to surrender even 
when their ships commenced to sink, 
and the great clouds of smoke pouring 
from their sides showed they were on 
fire. 
But they turned their heads to­ 
ward the shore, less than a mile away, 
and ran them on the beach and rocks, 
where their destruction was soon com­ 
pleted. The officers and men on board 
them escaped to e 
. . . . . . well as 
they could, with the a sisrance of boats 
sent from the American meu-of-war, 
and threw themselves upon the mercy 
of their captors, who not only extended 
to them the g r;-"'on* hand ot American 
chivalry, but sent them a guard to pro­ 
tect them from Hie murderous bands of 
Cuban soldiers hiding in the l»ush on 
the hillside eager to rush d< wn e id at­ 
tack the unarmed, defeated, but valor­ 
ous foe. 
One or another of the Spanish ships 
became the victims of the awTul rain of 
sheila which the American battleships, 
cruisers and 
gunboats poured upon 
them, and two hours after the first of 
the fleet had started out of Santiago 
harbor, three cruisers and two torpedo- 
boat destroyers were lying on the shore 
ten to 15 miles west of Morro castle, 
pounding to pieces, smoke and flame 
pouring from every part of them and 
covering the entire coast line with a 
mist which could be seen for miles. 
, 
Heavy explosions of ammunition oc­ 
curred every few 
minutes, sending 
curls of dense white smoke IOO teet in 
the air and causing a shower of broken 
iron and steel to fall in the water on 
every side. 
The bluff’s on the coast line echoed 
with the roar of every explosion, and 
the Spanish vessels sank deeptr and 
deeper into the sand or else the rocks 
ground their hulls to pieces as they 
rolled or pitched, forward or sideways, 
with every wave that washed upon 
them from the open sea. 
Admiral Cervera escaped to the shore 
in a boat sent by the Gloucester to the 
assistance of the Infanta Maria Teresa, 
and as soon as he touched the beach he 
surrendered himself aud his command 
to Lieutenant Morton and asked to be 
taken on board the Gloucester, which 
was the only American vessel near him 
at the time, with several of his officers, 
including the captain of the flagship. 
The Spanish admiral, who was wound­ 
ed in the arm, was taken to the Glouces­ 
ter and was received at her gangway by 
her commander, Lieutenant Comman­ 
der Richard Wainwright, who grasped 
the hand of the gray bearded admiral 
and said to him: 
“I congratulate you, sir, upon having 
made as gallant a fight as was ever wit­ 
nessed on the sea.” 
Lieutenant Commander Wainwright 
then placed his cabin at the disposal of 
the Spanish officers. 
At that tune the Spanish flagship and 
four other Spanish vessels had been 
aground aud burning for two hours, 
and the only one of the escaping fleet 
which could not be seen at this point 
was the Cristobal Colon. 
But half a 
dozen curls of smoke far down on the 
west* rn horizon showed the fate that 
was awaiting her. 
The Cristobal Colon was the fastest 
of the Spanish ships, aud she soon ob­ 
tained a lead over the others after leav­ 
ing the harbor and escaped the effect 
of the shots which destroyed the other 
vessels. Sh© steamed away at a [peat 
speed with the Oregon, New \ork, 
Brooklyn and several other ships in 
pursuit, all of them firing at her con­ 
stantly and receiving fire themselves 
from her after guns. She finally ran 
ashore and lowered her colors. 
There can be no doubt that Admiral 
Cervern’s plan to escape jrom Santiago 
harbor was entirely unexpected by Ad- 
mirl Sampson, and the best evidence of 
this is the fact that when the Spanish 
vessels were seen coming out of the 
harbor 
the flagship New York was 
seven miles away, steaming to the 
eastward toward Juragua, the military 
base, nine miles ejjud of Morro.

And soon the desk of the as­ 
sistant secretary was piled high w ith 
letters from all parts of the Union from 
men anxious to be enrolled in the ranks 
of the F irst regim ent of mounted rifle­ 
men, or, in other words, “ Roosevelt’s 
rough riders, ” the name whose allitera­ 
tive charm struck on the ears of every 
man who knew how to ride a horse. 
There were m any surprises in this mail. 
It was not alone the rough riders of the 
west who wanted to join Teddy’s regi­ 
ment. I t is true th at about every cow­ 
boy of note, men from all parts of the 
form er frontier, from Texas to Idaho, 
were eager to volunteer nuder the val­ 
iant Roosevelt, who at least showed 
th at he had red blood in bis veins. But 
there came other notes. There were so­ 
ciety men in New York ju st as eager. 
N ot the slender, good for nothing dudes 
of society, but the husky, hustling fel­ 
lows—the kind th at go in for athletics, 
for polo and racing and hunting aud 
other out of door sports afield or afloat. 
Then came demands from the colleges. 4 
Men famed on the football teams, in 
the racing shells, in the gym nasiums of 
the great institutions of learning put in 
their applications. 
There were enough 
offers to fill a dozen regim ents, and Mr. 
Roosevelt said the saddest part of the 
business was the necessity of draw ing 
the line. 
Among the New Yorkers who sur­ 
prised their friends by volunteering 
were the hapless Ham ilton Fish, Jr., j 
whose fame previously had been builded 
on less . hoiu >f a hie lines;

life in tho open air. “ Teddy’s Terrors” 
they came to be called, for they grew 
weary of the long w ait and at frequent 
intervals woke up the echoes of San An­ 
tonio, the rendezvous of the regiment, 
w ith the echoes of w ild shooting and 
fcarum scarnm scrapes and rows and 
m iniature battles of all sorts. 
On May 7 Mr. Roosevelt took the 
oath of allegiance and was sworn in as 
lieutenant colonel of the F irst volun­ 
teer regim ent of mounted rifles. 
A day 
or two later he m et a party of W ashing­ 
ton recruits aud spoke his platform in 
a few brief and forcible words: 
“ Gentlemen, you have now reached 
the last point. If any one of you doesn’t 
mean business, let him say so new. An 
hour from now it w ill be too late to 
back o u t 
Once in you’ve got to see it 
through. 
Y ou’ve got to perform w ith ­ 
out flinching whatever duty is assigned 
yon regardless of the difficulty or dan­ 
ger attending it. If it is garrison duty, 
yon m ust attend to it. 
If it is m eeting 
the fever, yon must be willing. 
If it is 
the closest kind of fighting, you m ust 
be anxious for it. Yon m ust know how 
to ride, how to shoot, how to live in 
the open. 
Absolute obedience to every 
command is your first lesson. 
No m at­ 
ter w hat comes you m ustn’t squeal. 
Think it over, and if any man wishes 
to w ithdraw he w ill be gladly excused, 
for hundreds are ready to take bis 
place. ” 
There was not a blanched check or a 
quailing eye in the crowd. 
Eager ex­ 
pectancy and anxiety for action were 
photographed in every face. 
Nor from 
that day to this has there been any les­ 
sening of the spirit w ith which these 
men of diverse types entered into their 
new roles. The one feeling has been one 
of anxiety to get to the front and show 
the country w hat real fighting looked 
like. 
At the San A nu alo camp the eastern 
men dropped ah pretensions and became 
the commonest kind of common sol­ 
diers. 
They cared for their own horses 
and polished their own boots; they dug 
ditches about their camp aud lent a 
hand in putting up the tents that shel­ 
tered them. Army fare was good enough 
for them, and they soon won the respect 
of the rough westerners, who had begun 
by laughing at them and calling them 
“ dudes” aud “ tenderfeet. ” They show* 
ed the m aking of real soldi era 
It was 
w hile in camp at San Antonio that 
Maxwell Norman of Boston, was made 
first sergeant of Troop K and Ham ilton 
Fish, Jr., second sergeant. 
These pro­ 
motions w*ere made for merit. On May 
27, after a long, hard siege of camp life, 
very useful, however, in whipping the 
rough riders to shape, the orders came 
to move to Tampa and join the forces 
of General Shafter. 
They were very 
welcome orders. The first squadron led 
the v a n ; the eastern men followed a 
day or two afterw ard. 
There was a 
good deal of disappointm ent when it 
was learned that the rough riders were 
going to be rough walkers, the war de­ 
partm ent having decided that it could 
not send their horses to Cuba. 
But the 
prcspect of sharp fighting in the near 
future buoyed up the men, aud they 
started to the front w ithout a m urm ur 
and w ith faces that bore a look of de 
term ination and of hope. 
“ They w ill give a good account of 
themselves. 
I am sure of th a t,” said 
Lieutenant 
Colonel 
Roosevelt as he 
watched the trim , athletic figures go 
by. He prognosticated truly. They have 
already given a good account of them ­ 
selves.-—New York World.

The conversation was 
brought about by an act of gallantry by 
Mr. Fish 
While the regiment was dashing at 
full gallop across a field near the little- 
hut of a humble Mexican family a lit­ 
tle Mexican girl, about 4 years old, was 
discovered right in front of the advanc­ 
ing column. The sudden appearance of 
the child seemed to paralyze all except 
Mr. Fish, who dashed forward out of 
the line, and by a trick of horsemanship 
that he had learned from the Texas 
plainsmen reached down and lifted the 
child to his saddle. Colonel Roosevelt 
personally complimented Mr. Fish for 
his gallantry. 
The night after the occurrence a poor 
Mexican woman appeared at the camp 
of the rough riders, and after mak­ 
ing inquiry for the soldier who rescued 
her child found Mr. Fish and gave him 
a little image of St. Joseph which the 
child had carried about its neck. The 
image was of pewter and had been 
blessed and given to the child at bap­ 
tism and was supposed to possess the 
virtue of warding off danger, especially 
of a violent kind. The Mexican woman 
charged him never to lose the image, 
for if he lost it he would be in greater 
danger than if he had never had it, but 
Mr. Fish lost it, aud it was while talk­ 
ing about it at the club that he expressed 
the belief that he would be killed in the 
first battle. 
“ I have never amounted to mach in 
this world,” he said, ‘‘aud I suppose it 
is well that I should be killed in battle. 
My family aud friends will have the 
consolation that at least I died honora­ 
bly. ” —Boston Herald. 


BAIQUIRI IN HISTORY. 


H atuey, W h o W m B u rn ed A liv e b y V « Ih - 
q u es, R u led T h ere. 
Baiqniri, in Cuba, as a landing place 
for the first corps of the American army, 
whose mission is to drive the Spanish 
away from Cuba, necessarily brings to 
memory that only a few miles to the 
east of that anchorage, at Las Palmas, 
in November, 1511, Diego Velasquez 
landed the expedition which was to con­ 
quer the island of Cubanacan for the 
kings of Spain. 
Both places, Baiquiri 
and Las Palmas, and also La Oaimanera, 
where Huntington’s marines are now 
camped, are situated on that portion of 
Cuba known at the time of the Spanish 
conquest as the province of Baitiquiri, 
whose ruler was Hatuey. 
Hatuey was the first victim of Spain’s 
tyranny in Caba. He took arms against 
the invaders, but soon fell into the 
hands of Velasquez and was burned 
alive for his clima 
To the priest who 
was with him until the last moment, 
and who exhorted him to pray that he 
might go to heaven, Hatuey asked, ‘‘Fa­ 
ther, where do the Spaniards go after 
their death?” 
‘‘To heaven, ” was the priest’s imme­ 
diate reply. 
“ Then,’’ the unfortunate 
chief exclaimed, ‘‘let me alone. If I am 
to meet Spaniards iii heaven, I prefer to 
go to hell. ” Although in all probabili­ 
ties the Indian name of the place where 
our soldiers have landed was Baiquiri, 
it is now callod Daiquiri by everybody 
in Cuba.—New York Evening Sun.

T H E SPLIT INFINITIVE. 


Q. B ern ard S h aw S ay i th e C la m o r A bout 
I t Id A ll N onsense. 
In a letter to the editor of the London 
Chronicle G. Bernard Shaw writes: 
I should have thought, now that we 
have an academy of letters, that it might 
rescue us from the gentlemen who occa­ 
sionally write to you to explain how 
English should be written. Some time 
ago you let loose an unhappy creature 
to whom some competent person had 
incautiously pointed out a common 
blunder in the use of “ and which. ” 
Not understanding the matter, he began 
accusing every writer in whose works 
he could discover “ and which” of 
writing bad English. 
With your per­ 
mission, I have extinguished him, and 
he has not since been heard of. There 
was some excuse for that poor wretch, 
because there unquestionable is a wrong 
way of using “ and which,” but for the 
“ split infinitive” pest there is no excuse 
at all. There is nothing whatever to 
mislead him except his own nature. If 
any man were to object to a split indic­ 
ative such as “ I greatly regret,” or 
a split subjunctive such as “ I ch on Id 
greatly prefer,” or a split imperative 
such as “ come slowly op,” what news­ 
paper would waste an inch of space on 
his foolish ignorance? And yet this split 
infinitive nonsense is taken quite seri­ 
ously by editors who are sufficiently 
good writers to repeatedly use it them­ 
selves. 
The infinitive is a mood in which the 
position of the adverb cannot possibly 
produce ambiguity; consequently the 
order of the words is not a matter of 
grammar, but of style, of which the ear 
is the only arbiter. The fear often de­ 
mands the split infinitive and will have 
it in spite of all the silly people who do 
not know what style means. 
When these infinite insects are dis­ 
posed of, yon will no doubt be attacked 
in due course by the even more impu­ 
dent impostors who, though they pro­ 
nounce the word “ color” so as to rhyme 
with “ duller, ” aud never hear it and 
never have heard it and never will hear 
it pronounced in any other way, from 
time to time pretend to be shocked 
when it is spelt without a “ u. ” I trust 
you a ill always insist on these nui­ 
sances definitely stating whether they 
pronounce it or “ honor” or “ neighbor” 
or “ favor” or “ behavior” so as to 
rhyme with “ our” or “ poor,” as the 
case may be, or whether they are merely 
bogus etymologists—century 
belated 
Johnsons. 
In either case you will be justified in 
recommending them to the care of their 
relatives aud suppressing their bab­ 
blings.

At last the Cuban insurgent comes to 
the front as a man of importance in the 
affairs of the United States. When Gen­ 
eral Shafter, commanding the army of 
invasion, with Admiral Sampson, land­ 
ed iii a small boat near Santiago and 
met General Garcia for the first time, 
Cuban history began a new chapter. He 
is the man now talked of for president 
of Cuba. 
What is the life history of this devot­ 
ed patriot, this intrepid hero of Cuba’s 
war for liberty? 
General Calixto Garcia, by birth a 
Cuban, formerly a resident of New 
York, is about 59 years old, decidedly 
military in pose and manner; his con­ 
versation vivacious, but always to the 
point and always brilliant. 
By profes­ 
sion a lawyer, he impresses one as born 
to command—a man of big affairs who 
w’ould carry out any enterprise with 
honor aud success. Among his followers 
his word is law’ aud his counsel is al­ 
ways sought and followed in grave 
emergencies. 
He was one of the organizers of that 
first Cuban revolution of 1868. Ho met 
w’ith his friends nightly at a farm own­ 
ed by Donato Marmot, near the tow’n of 
Holguin. 
The Cubans wTere already in 
revolt under Cespedes, aud within two 
days Marmot and Garcia took up arms I 
with 150 resolute followers. 
Extraor- ; 
dinary success attended them. 
Town 
after town surrendered, first Santa Rita, 
then Juguani, after hard fighting, with 
its 20,000 population. 
For his bravery 
Garcia was promoted brigadier general 
under Gomez. 
Later, when the provi- I 
sional government, for some reason not 
clearly 
explained, 
removed 
Gomez, 
Garcia succeeded him. 
Fiudiug that J 
Juguani had meanwhile been retaken , 
by the Spaniards he proceeded to cap­ 
ture it again. 
He next took Holguin, j 
the town where the revolution was orig­ 
inally organized. Other victories rapid­ 
ly followed. 
At the obstinate all day battle of 
Santa Maria in 1869 he followed Von 
Moltke’s tactics at Sedan—surrounded 
the enemy’s army and forced the sur­ 
render of General Vinguesand his men. 
They were well treated and given free­ 
dom. So grateful were they for the un­ 
expected clemency that one of the offi­ 
cers, General Rosales, on returning to 
Spain, issued a pamphlet extolling the 
generosity of Garcia. 
But victory did 
not always follow the Cubau eagles. 
September, 1873, brought reverses. 
In the absence of his main forces 
Garcia with his guard of 20 men was 
surrounded by 500 Spaniards, and when 
at the last moment capture was inevi­ 
table, rather than surrender and die of 
torture, Garcia fired his pistol into his 
mouth and fell among his dead com­ 
rades. 
The Spaniards carried him to 
Manzanillo in triumph, also thinking 
him dead. 
To the amazement of Span­ 
ish doctors and generals Garcia revived, 
although the bullet had penetrated his 
palate, following the line of his nose, 
and emerging from his forehead. 
It 1 
seemed a miracle that the general lived. 
Then it was equally surprising that, 
recovering, he escaped execution. 
But I 
he was spared aud imprisoned at Valen­ 
cia and Santana, in Spain. 
Fortunately for Garcia General Cam- j 
pus, governor general of Havana, was 
not vindictive, for when peace was de­ 
clared in 1877 Premier Cauovas freed 
him at the cabled request of Campos. 
This explains why Martinez Campos 
has always been respected aud admired 
by the insurgents. 
Notwithstanding he was free Garcia 
did not fully believe in the sincerity of 
the peace treaty, and he came to New 
York to await further developments. It 
soon transpired that the Spaniards were ! 
not keeping their promises in good fuitk, 
aud 
bitter 
dissatisfaction prevailed. 
Hostilities continued, and General Ma­ 
ceo continued to hold his ground against 
great odds. 
The courage and patriotism 
J of the heroic mulatto general fired Gar- 
| zia’s heart anew, and again he appeared 
in the field during what was known as 
the “ little war,” until he wus defeated 
sud again tukcu prisoner. 
For the second time his life was spar­ 
ed. 
He was stmt to Madrid, however, 
where he was allowed limited freedom 
and not permitted to leave the country. 
Being a man of education, refinement 
aud indomitable w ill, he soon made a 
career for himself in a humble way and 
earned money by teaching French and 
English. 
He lived a quiet, retired life, 
but wus always under surveillance. 
When the revolution of February, 
1894, broke out, he was anxious to leave 
Madrid, but the eye of the government. 
was ever u{kjii him. 
Then he brought I 
his intellect Into play. 
that he should spend the remaining years 
of his life in Spain. This lulled the sus­ 
picious of the police until suddenly he 
disappeared at midnight. 
Before the

authorities were aware or it ne nan ar 
rived in Paris. 
Reaching New York 
early in the autumn of 1895, he prepar­ 
ed to go to the assistance of his country­ 
men. but he was not immediately suc­ 
cessful. 
He organized and led the ill 
fated Hawkins expedition iii January, 
1896, aud fitted out the steamer Bermu­ 
da the following month. But the Wash­ 
ington government interfered. 
Garcia 
was arrested .and held for trial under 
$2,500 bouds. 
Before the day set for the trial bac 
arrived he forfeited his bail, aud tins 
ime succeeded in getting away with ai 
expedition for Cuba. 
Garcia’s senti 
ments were vividly expressed in his 
proclamation on reaching the island: 
“ To the People of Cuba— In return­ 
ing to Cuba, still oppressed, I commence 
with the same principles I had 12 years 
ago.

The need of securing our property 
iii tile future compels us to destroy the 
same at present— to deprive Spain of 
this revenue, which would enable her 
to carry on the war for some time to 
come. 
“ We coml .at for freedom of the white 
and the negro, and there is not an hon 
est heart who dares insult those who 
fight for liberty and honor. 
Our chil­ 
dren shall live for something else than 
the Spaniard’s poniard and guillotine. 
Our men are the men of the last rebel­ 
lion, our soldiers the soldiers of ten 
years and our flag the flag of ‘Yara. ’ 
The warriors of today shall not cease 
this war until the Cuban flag of revolu­ 
tion shall float over tho Spanish for­ 
tresses, but they shall tear the revolu­ 
tionary flag to pieces before 
altar of the law when we 
redressed our wrongs. 
“ The country is helping

I ami the gates of the cities shall be open 
to our armies, because the people hate 
Spanish tyranny. If they are not opened, 


I we propose, to wade through them in 
blood.

ever until free, 
lf we die in tho strug­ 
gle, we shall bo dead, but our country 
shall live, and we w ill be honored 
thereby. 
“ It is necessary to save our men from 
indignity, to save our women from out­ 
rage and dishonor, to save our children 
from the gallows aud to make our coun­ 
try prosperous and great To arms, vet­ 
erans ! Indifference is cowardice! Glory 
is achieved by honored death I Let there 
not be rest for us until we puss the 
threshold of the palace, where our en­ 
emies forge our irons. 
Soldiers, to bat­ 
tle!”
